Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Attorney and the Examiner discussed independent claim 1 . The 
claim as written is directed to an excipient having a specific formula. However, in defining the formula, Applicant refers 
to components in the metal chelate which makes the claim ambiguous since the claim discusses that the organic ligand 
of the excipient is not necessarily that of the excipient and vice versa. Thus, it is not clear if the claim should be 
directed to a single component, the excipient, or a composition, the excipient and metal chelate. Applicant will review 
the claim and possibly rewrite the claim to clearly indicate what is being claimed.
